Is  I  I  7  Feet.  The  Total  Cost  Of 
The  Tomb  And  Monument 
About  $450,000. 

•  The  Tomb  Was  Built  In  1874 
And  Reconstructed  In  The  Years 
Of  1901  And  1931. 

•  Mrs.  Lincoln,  And  Sons  Willie, 
Eddie,  And  "Tad"  Buried  In 
Nearby  Crypt.
